That capital is haltedIn entering upon large enterprises bo-cause of world unrest which causesdisturbance to the International mar¬kets, is plain enough, but business menare apparently learning to adjust their,affairs gradually to these unsettledconditions and to do business whilebig problems are being solved.Mill operations In Iron and steol arequite well maintained, since new busi¬ness shows no marked shrinkage, andIt Is estimated that the leading In¬terest Is working at about 76 per cent,of oapaclty. Further conneasions Inprices pro noted on virtually all fin¬ished produots, although In the wiretrade manufacturers are now askingslight advances over tho recent lowlevel. Numerous moderate-sized or-ders for rails are reported, the totalvolume reaching about 15,000 tons.Dullness still prevails In foundry pigiron.
The Improved call for dress goodsand men's wear has t>ecn stimulatedby the neod for goods that vfere notordered at the usual time and are now

required for Immediate use. Clothiersshow, more confidence and are increas¬ing their orders, and fully 90 per cent,of the looms in men's wear in NewEngland aro reported hus*y. The de¬mand for woolens and worsteds Insuitings for fall Is steady. Agentscan sell popular lines at advances, butstaples are steady. Export' trade Incotton goods has been very satisfac¬tory.
New England manufacturers of foot¬wear aro quite busy on orders for

prompt shipment. Staple linos are now
receiving chief attention, and this adds
to the strength of the market.
